IMMEDIATE TAX CUT8T 

President Elsenhower, In his stat« of the union 
message to congress yesterday, took a realistic view of 
the lax reduction problehi. 

Whether congress will take a similarly realistic vitw, 
however, remains to be seen. 

The President made It clea^ ho docs not feel tax 
reductions will be JusUfled untU his administration 
shows It con bring federal spending tinder control. 
This is the kind of statement that makes sense, yet 
takes political courage. 

Hew York's veteran Republican nprvsentatlve, Dan- 
iel A. Reed, howevtr, Is hnpatlent to reduce taxes. Ho 
already has Introduced a bill to trim Individual Income 
tax rates by 11 per ctnt beginning June 30. As Reed Is 
chairman of the house ways and means committee, 
which writes the taxes; he Is In » ttrateglo position to 
push his bill through, and Is attempting to get the 
house to pass It during Pebniary. 

Reed didn't go along yesterday with the President's 
Ideas,- although many of his fellow committee members 
thought Ike had taken a sound approach to the prob- 
lem of tax reduction. Reed said the naturfe and timing 

tax cuts ''is up lo congreu to decide." \ 

One house RepijbUcan, who would not allow himself 
to be quoted by naihe In the press, aald "popular 
support for this bill may be so strong Uio house leaders 
will have to get It out of Its way and let It pass or 

take the consequences." 

' It would be nice It everybody's taxes could be .cut. 
But a premature tax slash n'ould be false' economy. If 
the government thereby lost too much needed revenue. 
It would have to Ret the money some way or another, 
and In the end the public would sUU have to coueh 
It up. . 

Representative Reed has' been interested In eco- 
nomics long enough to know this; but he apparently 
prefers to put pollUci ahead of common aehse.—:'
